British army, in a recent address de 
livered before the Royal United Serr- 
ice Institution took occasion to say 
that "the state would have to feed 
7,000,000 of the population ia the 
event of war with France and Russia, 
and 3,000,000 in the event of war with 
France, Russia and German. 
But we 


are at present completely dependent 
upon Eussia and the United States for 
food, and there are only femr and a 
. half or five months' food supplies in 
'the country at any time." In case of 
war, it was further argued, even if 
sufficient 
food supplies 
couSd 
be 


brought into the country, the prices 
would be advanced to faroine rates, by 
financial operations only, that would 
put it beyond the purchasing power of 
the working classes. It is a pretty se- 
rious question, and presents the weak 
spot in England's armor.

•with the farms in adjoining counties. The tables also showed the value of 
the wodncts of the farms for the past year. 


The argument for Alien county before the state board was rnade by Win.

The board took the

•the laach counter eating, and saw 
.Dickman in the room examining his 
iiands. 'Witness told oflieer that the 
man outside had been stabbed. The 
•officer tamed and arrested Dickman, 
When the encounter between DIck~- 
maa aad Carroll occurred the nearest 
jierson to them was foar feet away 
jMidno one but Dickman aad Carroll 
took part in the encounter, 


F. B. Jfoke was oa tiis way borne 


,&etwesn 12 and 1 o'clock Sunday 
jafghfc aad noticed Carroll and Dick- 


man quarreling in front of the Elk. 
Knew Dieknaan. 
Carroll aad his 


friend walked aWay. Carroll returned 
to Diekcaart and the witness saw the 
niea exchange blows. Could not tell 
which struck first. There was no one 
close enough to the two men at the 
time the blows -were exchanged to 
have taken any part in the encounter. 
The witness was across the street, in 
front of Melville's drug store,

Virgil Pepple, bartender at the Oak, 


aitd he was personally acquainted 
wi th Carroll. 
Had fcaowB him for a 


year. 
Knew little about his habits. 


JfeTer Knew of him having any quar- 
rels. "I was coming from aorth Main 
street and was at High and Main and 
s*w 3 crowd in froat of the Elk. 1 
saw Carroll back out toward tia« street 
and saw his hat fall off. Could not 
see Dickman antil I got in Iroat of 
the Elk entrance. 
OiHcer Armstrong 


was there. 
He started Carroll south 


;with Jack Morris and another fellow. 
Diekman went into the Elk. I fol- 
lowed on down, behind Carroll and his 
friends. Heard Carroll say 'he cut 
me.1 Carroll turned around in the 
light in front of Cunningham's drug 
store and I saw blood on him. He 
walked on baok to the Elk aad sank 
down in the doorway." The witness 
was certain that Carroll referred to 
Diektaaa whea he said "he cat ine." 
When Armstrong arrested Dicttman at 
the end of the lunch counter, Dick- 
man said, "I hayea't any knife, you 
can search me." 


Dr. "Walter S". Boyer, who attended 


Carroll at the hospital, stated that he 
was called to the hospital about 8 
o'clocfc Monday morning. Nurse said 
the patient had been brought in dar- 
ing the night and had been attended 
by Dr. Steiner. 2?urse thought the case 
was net serious, and said that there 
was no necessity for basts. Dr. Boyer 
called at the hospital about 8:50 o'clock 
and found Carroll with a knife wound 
abeut half an inch loag. The witness 
described tie location of the wound as 
has already been published- Said

registered 110 aad the temperature 
registered 98. 
Patient's general con- 


dition was good. Small silver probe 
would not enter the wound farther 
than five-tights of an inch. Carroll 
said he had been drinking and had got 
into a fight. Wanted to know how bad 
he was hurt. The doctor told him that 
the wound, did not appear to be a seri- 
ous oae although it was inflicted dan- 
gerously near the heart. Told Carroll 
that unless he suffered hemorrhages 
he would get along all right aad would 
be out again in a couple of weeks, 
Carroll said he was glad to hear that 
and without stating the name of the 
person who had cut him he remarked: 
"I'll fix him for it. I'll send him over 
the road." 


Dr. Boyer described the disclosures 


of the post-mortem that wag held over 
Carroll's body, explaining the depth 
and nature of the fatal wound thit 
were not determined previously until 
the witness, Dr. Steiner, Dr. Matthews 
and Dr. Weadock performed the sur- 
gical operation between the hours of 6 
and 8 o'clock on Monday evening. At 
thattirae the patient's condition indi- 
cated that ba was dying—had totally 
collapsed. 


THK BLOODSTAINED KNIFE. 


Chief of Police Harley first learned 


of the stabbing when he went to the 
police station Monday moraing. 
A 


report of the cutttng had been left on 
the desk, together with the blood- 
stained knife that Officer Seeds had 
foncd in a cuspidor at the Elk. 
The 


chief had immediately sealed it Ih an. 
envelope. 
He handed the envelope 


over to Coroner Btirton and the latter 
broke the seal acd disclosed the harm- 
less appearing, but fatal 
weapon 


It is only »n ordinary pocket knife 
with bone or horn liandle and the 


bloodstained blade measures only two 
.inches from the point to the hilt. The 
blade is quite sharp aad is only f'of 
an inch in width at the hilt. 
From 


the depth of the wound in Carroll's 
breast and from the appearance of 
the blade the murderer must have 
driven its lull length into Carroll's 
body. 


Chief Harley stated that he called at 


the hospital sfr 8 o'clock Monday 
morning, and asked Carroll how the 
affair occurred. He could not, or at 
least did not, give a very clear state- 
ment of the cutting. 
He told of get- 


ting into the argument with Dick- 
man about jobs and wages. 
Tbay 


walked outside the Elk and Carroll 
said Dickman wanted to scrap, but 
he startsd to walk away with his 
friends. Dickman continued to call 
him Tile names and he turned and 
walked back, Dickman strmck hiea 
but he did a»t know be had been cut 
until after he returned to 
where 


Myers was standing. 


Harry Tibbett, of 312 south West 


street, an employe of the Electric 
Light Co., said he knew nothing con- 
cerning the encounter. 
Was at home 


and in bed when the cutting occurred. 
About 10 o'clock Sanday night he was 
passing the Elk when Dickman come 
oat and took

Which appeared to be a knife. 
He 


seemed to open it and as he walked on 
he dropped it back into his pocket 
without closing it. 
Then he called 


to a man who was crossing Main 
street. He wanted the man to re- 
turn te the Elk and take & drink with 
him. 
The man (said to be one of the 


Risk boys from Delphos) refused to 
drink and when Diekman presistent- 
ly insisted he told him that he wanted 
no drink and wanted nothing to do with 
hiaj. The man had his overcoat on 
his arm and Dickman grabbed this 
and struck at him. The blow was ward- 
ed off with such fores that Dicferaan 
fell down and before he could renew 
the attack some of his friends came 
along and took him in charge. 
At 


the same time Tibbett Walked close 
to the stranger and told him to look 
oat for Dickman; that he had a knife. 
The stranger and a friend went north 
on Main street and in a short time 
Dickinaa broke away from his friends 
and went away in the same direction. 
The witness then went home. 


Jack Morris, a musician, who plays 


in the opera house orchestra and who 
has been employed at the Elk lunch 
counter, knew Carroll and Dickman 
and was in the E!k whea they were 
quarreling. Morris said he wai, going 
home and Myers and Carroll followed 
him out, Dickman earning last and 
calliBg Carroll names. Morris walked 
ahead and Myers and Carroll followed 
as far as the jewelry store and then 
Carroll turned and went back to Dick- 
man. 
Diokman was still 
calling 


Carroll names wh«n they went to- 
gether, ilorris could not sea the en- 
esunter, but heard Carroll say "I am 
cat," when he retureded to Myers. 
Myers led Carroll back to in front of 
the Elk and there he fell.

Clarence Bailey, of Ottawa, was eu- 


route to the C., H. & D. dapot to ge- 
nome and stopped at the Elk just as 
Diekman and Carroll were going out. 
He thought there was going to be a 
ight and he, too, went out. A police- 
man came out at the same time and 
separated Dickman and Carroll and 
the latter started away. 
Dickman 


and Carroll seemek to be daring each 
other. 
Dickman stood directly in 


frent of Bailey and as Carroll ran 
back Dickman took a knife out of bis 
pocket and opened it before Carroll 
came around the refrigerator, 
After 


they exchanged blows Carroll rejoined 
his sober friend and said he had been 
cut. Diekman said you 
you've got all you had coming. Dick- 
maa then went inside the Elk and 
Bailey went oat side. 


Bailey was occompanied to the po- 


lice station, where he saw and identi- 
fied Dickman as the man who had the 
encounter with Carroll. He returned 
to the coroner's office and testified to 
the identification. During his exam- 
ination he was shown the bloodstained 
knite. Said the knife he saw was 
about the same size but could not 
positively identify the one in the cor- 
oner's possession. 


Dave Seeders was not at the Elk 


when the cutting occurred, but was 
there an hour and a half prior to that 
time and wag jostled against by Dick- 
man. Asked him what was the mat- 
ter and Dickman replied, "I'm out 
for them tonight.

C. H. Eckert, of Grosjean's, told 


of being called out with the amba- 


!la»ce Monday -morning between 1 and 
'2 o'clock. 
Found Carroll lying on

to 
undress 
Carroll 
aad 


found the small wound which was 
then 
bleeding 
freely. 
Remained 


at the hospital until Dr. Steiner dress- 
ed the-wound. Carroll did not talk 
intelligently. 
Did not reply with 


Dickman's name when asked who 
had stafcbed'him. 


Proprieter J. A. Guncheon, of the 


Elk, was the last witness called be- 
fore the noon adjournment. He testi- 
fied to having heard Carroll and Myers 
talking about positions they had held 
Dickman was sitting on a lunch coun- 
ter stool near them and he frequently 
interrupted the conversation by 
marking about "cheap sorews"( mean- 
ing another employe at the Elk) who 
wera taking other 
peoples' jobs. 


(Dickman had been discharged from 
the Elfc force that evening.) 
Dick- 


man fiaa}!y said he had held a job on 
taa Wabash railroad at $75 a month. 
Carroll said he'd have to be "sighted" 
and Diekman became angry and 
abusive. Guacheoa then told them if 
they wanted to quarrel they would 
have to go out into the street where 
they woald not disturb other people 
He went oat wi!h them and started 
Carroll away with ilyeis and after 
warning Dickman to either behave 
himself or go home, Gnneheon re-en 
tared the saloon and was talking to 
Ol Baker

He went oot in front again and saw 
Carroll again start away with Myers. 
He again told Dickrnan to either "cut 
out" his quarreliag or to keep away 
from his place. Dickman started into 
the jElk with him and said "well 1 
guess he's give it to me; ha cut roe." 
Dickman was looking at bis hand but 
&uncseon did not see the knife. He 
left Dickman near the front screen 
and went back into the bar room. 
When some one came in and told 
ofiie?r Armstrong that "that man had 
been stabbed and was dying."' Arm- 
strong started to go out in front and 
Diskman started for the tear of the 
restaurant and dining room. 
Then 


the oflie'jr turned and arrested Dick- 
man. 


This afternoon policeman C. K. 


Seeds, policeman J. M. Armstrong, 
Frank Sowers, Ted Whitemon, W. B. 
Clark and Gary Fellows were the wit- 
nesses who were examined, Dr. Burton 
being assisted in the inquest by Prose- 
cuting Attorney Klinget's law partner, 
George Quail,'while the record of the 
testimony was taken down by coart 
stenographer E. W. Price. 


FINDIXG OF THK KNIFE. 


Officer Seeds said that he foand the 


bloodstained knife in a cuspidor at the 
west end of the bar in the Elk saloon, 
after officer Armstrong had arrested 
Dickinan. Armstrong told ot seeing 
Carroll return toward Dickman after 
be had once parted them and started 
Carroll away. He saw Carroll run 
aroundjthe ref regerator on the sidewalk 
in front of the Elk and when he 
reached him he was trying to pick, up 
his hat. 
He knew nothing of the 


stabbing uatil later. Dickmau denied 
having eat Carroll when arrested. 


Ted "Wiitemon, bartender at 'the 


Elk, said that after the fight, Diek- 
man came back to the bar, stood near 
the screen and said "-That fellow 
handed it to me right." Dieka\aa's 
right hand was bloody and Whitemoa 
thought the hand was cut. 


The most important testimony of 


the afternoon was given by Charles A. 
Ploek, an employe at tha Elk,, who 
said he had seen Dickman with a 
knife and was quite sure that the 
knife in the coroner's possession was 
Dickmaa's.
